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Murder by Hormones 


* Methoxone * is the proprietary name given to the 
sodium salt of 4-chlor-2-methyl-phenoxyacetic acid. 
Its development at the Jealott’s Hill Research 
Station of I.C.1. marked a revolution in the technique 
of weedkilling. ‘Methoxone’ represents the 
achievement of agricultural scientists probing the 
mysteries of plant growth. Growth in plants, as in 
animals, is controlled by minute secretions known 
as hormones.
